TUB BEHBINO'S SEA TROUBLE. 
London, July 0. — That important in- 
structions have been sent to the British 
naval squadron in the Pacific is a mutter of 
well-authenticated report, but the nature of 
the instructions cannot definitely be ascer- 
tained, it is known that the flagship Wat- 
spite is now en route to Esquimalt, and that 
a formidable array of men-of-war will 
gather there, to defend vessels sailing un- 
der the English Hag against American at- 
tack. How far the English may be pre- 
pared to go is not stated; but any American 
cruiser conveying prizes to San Francisco 
will be very likely to encounter English 
ships of war on the voyage and probably 
asked for explanations. It is well- 
known thai the American naval force on 
the Pacific is insignificant compared 
with the Uritisli squadron, and that the 
English will have no difficulty in asserting 
England's rights, as they are called, ill those 
waters. A hostile encounter between Bri- 
tish and American war ships would not of 
necessity involve war, but would certainly 
tend to provoke it. Jn this connection 
Lieut. -General Brackcuburv, of the British 
army, director of military intelligence and 
brother of the late eminent Major-General 
Brackenbury, is quoted as commenting on 
the recent assertion of some American 
senators that Canada would full a ready 
prey in the event of war be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain: "It took the Northern States," 
Gen. Brackenbury says, "four years to con- 
quer the States of the South, and with 
every advantage in the way of climate anil 
knowledge of the country invaded us well 
us the great and unusual advantage of the 
presence of several millions of the slave 
population in sympathy with the invader, 
iviiil from whom many valuable recruits 
were obtained for the Northern army. The 
United States would find the invasion and 
conquest of Canada even a more formidable 
task. Winter campaigning, which was far 
from difficult in the warm climate of the 
Confederacy, would be impossible there, and 
an army caught in winter snows would 
either be hemmed in with, imminent risk of 
estruction by an energetic and tireless 
enemy or would have to retreat under cir- 
cumstances not dissimilar, as to weather, 
from Nap. neon's disastrous retreat mid the 
snows and piercing gales of a Russian win- 
ter. Besides, the ports of Canada would 
not he blockaded us were the ports ot the 
South during the war, and the supply of 
men and material would ho abundant. 
Americans of British and Irish stock tire 
undoubtedly, with proper discipline, 
equal to any in the world, and it is to bo 
remembered that of the emigrants from the 
continent of Europe, a very large propor- 
tion are fugitives from military service." 
The General added that a war between 
Great Britain and the United States was a 
calamity not to be contemplated without 
most serious provocation; but that in the |

THE AMERICAS TARIFF BILL. 
The aggressive action in regard to Behring 
Sea is soinowhat complicated in popular 
opinion here with the rising indignation on 
the subject of the America n tariff. Thous- 
is of skilled English working men will he 
thrown out of employment shortly if the 
tariff is adopted, In Sheffield, alone, from 
2,000 to 2,500 persons tire employed solely 
upon American works. Manufacturers in 
certain lines reg 
prohibitory, and 

some home method of relief. Their action 
takes the form of petitions to parliament 
and persona] appeals to members of that 
body. Just now the Tories are looking 
around for a new issue that may 
be popular enough to divert atten- 
tion from the series of pitiful legislative 
failures and Conservative cheers, which 
greeted the proposal of Col. Howard Vin- 
cent that the house should consider "whether 
a free market should he longer given to the 
competing productions of a foreign state 
putting prohibitive ditties upon British 
goods." Vincent is regarded with high re- 
spect by men of all parlies. His social po- 
sition is excellent, and lie has the ear of 
royalty and its representatives as well as 
many eminent statesmen on the opposition 
benches. He is enthusiastic in favor, not of 
absolute protection, hut of reciprocity ; and 
he holds that only those nations should be 
admitted to unrestricted commerce v/ith 
England, which extend equal facilities to 
the trade and commerce of Great Britain. 
I lis sentiments are spreading rapidly, not 
only in parliament, but among the working 
people of the country, many of whom find 
themselves threatened with loss of employ- 
ment by the American tariff lull, while 
many others are out of employment through 
the free compel iti tion of Germany and other 
countries, who pour their products into 
Great Britain while presenting a tariff bar- 
rier to British manufactures. 

THE TRANSFER OF HELIGOLAND. 

The island of Heligoland will be.formally 

ceded to Germany in October, when Prince 
Henry of Prussia will take possession with 
the Gorman squadron. Heligoland will be 
a separate state of the German empire, ad- 
ministered directly by the Imperial govern- 
ment, like Alsace Lorraine. All the living 
inhabitants are to be exempt from military 
conscription, and perhaps by the time those 
unborn will be old enough, Europe will have 
discarded the compulsory military system. 
A comical feature of the parliamentary pro- 
ceeding are , the protests of the Irish mem- 
bers against depriving Heligoland of the 
benefits of British rule. '1 be extent of 
the territory acquired by England in 
Africa under the agreement with Germany, 
is estimated by Stanley at 660,000 square 
miles, besides the protectorate of Zanzibar, 
The attitude towards Franco is that tho 
agreement with Germany will bo carried 
out, whether Franco likes it or not; but 
England would rather have Franco pleased 



than displeased. Such, in substance, is the 
quasi-official language of tho London 
Standard. France is also engaged in a 
small frontier dispute with Holland, regard- 
ing the boundary between French and Ihitch 
Guisnn in South America. 

The war cloud grows denser over tho 
Black Sua. Russia reiterates her demand 
for payment of the arrears of the late 
war indemnity, and the Turkish trea- 
sury is unable to respond. Tho Czar is 
strengthening his fleet in the Black Sea, 
and the torpedo boat Adler, recently con- 
structed in Germany for the Black Sea licet, 
is said to be tho fastest war ship alloat, it 
having attained, during its trial trip, a 
Speed of 26.65 knots. 
AUSTRIA HACKING VV PRINCE FERDINAND. 

Austria is well understood to he behind 
Prince Ferdinand in his demand upon the 
Sultan fur recognition, while, should the 
Sultan grant Bulgaria's request, Russia may 
ho expected to become evui more aggress- 
ive. 

MORE ANNEXATION. 

Having accomplished the process of swal- 
lowing the Kingdom of Burundi, England 
is now getting up i a frontier dispute w.i'b 
the adjoining kingdom of Sium. The dis- 
pute is yet in its infancy, but 
with careful nursing will provide 
in time pretext for more annexation. 
Siam although not a rich country, as at pre- 
sent administered, yields u handsome reve- 
nue to its ruler, and would be a desirable 
addition to British Further India. 

ENFORCING THE THREB-MILE LIMIT. 

Her Majesty's ships are just now making 
life unpleasant for the French fishermen 
who happen to stray within the three-mile 

limit of the English coast, and two French, 
fishing vessels are in the toils for this of- 
fence. The rule had been almost a dead 
letter until France begun to enforce her 
treaty rights on the Newfoundland coast. 
THE LATEST WAR INVENTION. 

A queer English invention for use in war- 
fare is the smoke rocket, to he used to 
screen tho advance of a body of troops by 
throwing smoke in the enemies eyes, as it 
were. It is pronounced a success. 

THE NEW COMMISSIONER OF POLICE. 

Sir Edward Bradford, tho new commis- 
sioner of police, is taking a firm grasp, and 
enforcing discipline in a way that demon- 
strates his training in the servile cast. It 
is beginning to dawn upon the opponents of 
the government, and especially the Irish 
contingent, that Bradford is a sort of mod- 
ern Foiiehc, and that his experience as a 
director of the select police system of India 
may come into valuable play in the service 

of the tory cabinet. Even under Commis- 
sioner Monroe the London police were 
sometimes used for political work, as in 
assisting the Times in its suit with Parnell. 
Under Bradford this work will have 
an experienced head to guide and direct it. 
Metropolitan members of parliament, co- 
respective of party, were not pleased with 
the suggestion from an old India officer that 
the new commissioner was qualified for his 
office by his effective service in the sup- 
pression of Thugs and Uacoits in Britain's 
Asiatic possessions. Making all allowance 
for the Whitechapel murders, they are not 
prepared to admit that London is infested 
with thugs and highwaymen. They want- 
ed civilian for commissioner of police, and 
somo of them also want the police put tin- 
ier the authority of the county council in- 
stead of the direction of the cabinet through 
the Secretary of State. The question of 
local control of the police shows signs of be- 
coming a leading issue in British politics.

Foresters In u Fix. 

— At G o'clock to- 
night the freight steamer Elinor of tho 
Portland line run into the barges Walter 
Sands and Charles Spear, loaded with ex- 
cursionists, at Hell Gate. There wero two 
thousand persons on the barges, and the 
greatest excitement prevailed among tho 
women and children. In the panic that en- 
sued several, it is reported, were seriously 
hurt. Tho tug Idlewild, w hich was towing 
the barges, quickly ran to the As- 
toria shore, where the excursionists 
were landed. The excursionists wero mem- 
bers of the order of Foresters of Elizabeth, 
N. J., and their families. They were re- 
turning from the Oriental group of islands 
where the annual picnic had been held. 
When the Elinor struck the Walter Sands 
she carried away the railing and smashed in 
a lurge hole in the front part of the barge. 
A panic immediately ensued, and tho 
shrieks of the women and children wero ap- 
palling. Women fainted and strong men 
appeared to he paralyzed from excitement.

Visit to the Great International Sun- 
day School Convention at Pitts- 
burg, Pa. 



Early in May, Row M. L. Ilugt?, of 
the Calvary Baptist Church, left Victoria 
to represent the churches of tho North- 
west at the Baptist Convention, which 
opened at Chicago on tho 21st May. 
From tho reports made on that occasion 
it was manifest that in all its operations 
the church had had wonderful prosperity. 
A. university had boon started at Chicago, 
•which, in addition to its landed property, 
began with over a million dollars in cash. 
At tho convention were specially repre- 
sented tho four groat brandies of church 
work, tho Home Mission, Foreign Mis- 
sion, tho Baptist Publication Society and 
tho Baptist Educational Society, all of 
which were prospering most satisfactorily 
and would, next year, be free 
of debt. As an evidence of 
the immense interest that was taken 
in the work of the church, Mr. Kugg 
noted that there, were upwards of 5,000 
delegates in attendance, the whole pro- 
ceedings passing off in the most harmoni- 
ous and successful manner. The Baptist 
churches of British Columbia, owing to 
their distance from the remainder of tho 
Dominion, were under the American 
church. Years ago thcro had been a 
Baptist organization in Victoria, but it 
had, unfortunately, been allowed to go 
down, and it was only about six years 
ago that the wi rk had been resumed, at. 
which time he, had been sent out from the 
East. Since then churches had boon 
established at New Westminster and 
Nanaimo, there being four organized con- 
gregations in British Columbia that were 
aided and directed by tho American 
board, and all increasing and prospering. 

Although no delegate had been ap- 
pointed to represent British Columbia at 
tho International Sunday School Con- 
vention at Pittsburg, Mr. Kugg, hap- 
pening to bo in tho neighborhood, had at- 
tended it. It was at this convention that 
the committees were appointed to aid in 
preparing the International Sunday 
School lesson scheme. Two members of 
that committee represented Canada. 
Among the subjects discussed were those 
of colour and.temperance. Despite, how- 
ever, the excitement which they caused 
the conclusions arrived at were harmoni- 
ous. This temperance question derived 
its chief importance from the persistent 
and energetic force put forth by the 
National W. C, T, U. to have inserted in 
each quarter olid specific less n on tem- 
perance, to he imperative rather than : 
optional. The lea3on committee decided 
hereafter to select eleven regular consecu- 
tive lessons for each quarter, tho review- 
to "occur the twellth Sunday, and 
for the thirteenth a temperance lesson 
and a missionary lesson, either of which 
may ho selected for use by the schools. 
After discussion tho convention resolved 
to recommend to the publishers of lesson 
helps throughout the United States and 
Canada to make tho expositions and notes 
upon the temperance lessons as full as 
upon other lessons of the quarter, and 
also to specially emphasize tho subject of 
temperance. 

It was determined to hold the second 
World's Sunday school nnnvention and 
tho seventh Internati nd c nvention in 
St. Louis in 1803. 

At the conclusion of tho convention, 
Mr. Rugg wont eastward, visiting New 
York and Now EngU d. Everything 
seemed to ho prosperous, except in New 
England proper, particularly in his na- 
tive Sta*e — Vermont, lie was able from 
his own personal observations to fully 
corroborate all that had been said about 
the depreciation in tho value of farms. 
The cause of tliii; was the competition of 
western beef and grain, with which 
the local producers found it impos- 
sible to contend. The raising of 
horses would pay handsomely and 
thero was no doubt that the fanners, 
seeing to their interests, would largely en- 
gage in tho industry. If tho Vornvonters 
would interest themselves in growing 
eggs, poultry, garden truck, and making 
fresh butter, nicely put up for the table, 
they could lind markets for more than 
they could produce in New York and 
Bos' on. These would pay them far bet- 
ter than anything they hud been accus- 
tomed to raise. Their lands were not 
run out yet, hut many of them had 
already abandoned their properties and 
gone to the West. For several years the 
weather had been against them, and this 
was another cause of their misfortunes 
and consequent dissatisfaction. 



A RIDE THROUGH COMOX. 
(Correspondence of Tin: Colonist.) 

Landing from tho steamer, tho first 
object that attracts the visitor at head of 
the long wharf is tho "Elk hotel." 
Ricketty, roomy and comfortable, with 
many appendices to tho original building, 
it is the ideal old country inn. Walking 
up the street, you have cm the left the 
residence and farm buildings of Mr. 
Robb, iliu lord of the manor, and tho 
fruit store of Messrs. Bruce & Millet. 
On tho right you have tho general stores 
of Messrs. McPhee & Holmes, and tho 
K. of P. hall, which latter edifice, by its 
disproportion .to size, somewhat dwarfs 
tho o' her buildings. You next pass tho 
boot and shoo store of Mr. Rollings and 
face the "Lome hotel," a rival to tho 
"Elk," but of more modern exterior. 
Here you gut, into Mr. Wood's comfort- 
able stage, and, turning to tho left, pass 
Mr. How's butcher shop, Bontloy & 
Swan's general store, and Mr. Beok'en- 
soll's private boarding house, and immedi- 
ately you are in the country. 

After travelling half a mile, you roach 
Josephstown, a place which has sprung 
up like a mushroom, within the last year 
or two, and already bo ists of a post-office, 
doctor, constable, drapery shop, and R. 
C. church and rectory. Another half 
milo, and you descend from tho height of 
civilization to the depths of barbarism. 
You pass through an Indian ranchareo, 
where half naked savagus aro rocliningon 
wooden loungos in tho aim, and where 



the atmosphere is pervaded by an ancient 
and tiohlike smell. Another interval 
brings you to the " Long Bridge," which 
spans an extensive stretch of tide flats. 
Here Messrs. Mathioson, Cairns and 
Crawford, after a largo expenditure of 
money and labor, havo succeeded in re- 
claiming from the sea several hundred 
acres of excellent land. Their unaided 
enterprise and perseverance deserve all 
praiso. 

Three miles from tho landing you soo 
on the other side of Courtenay River tho 
sawmill of Urquhart Bros., whose water- 
power is soon to bo exchanged for steam. 
Closo by is Courtenay City, of which tho 
most prominent building is Mr. Grant's 
largo now hotel, known as "CaBtle Dan- 
gerous," which stands on a high bluff 
near tho river. A few yards further 
brings you to to tho Courtenuy Bridge, 
at tho end of which stands tho new 
butchor shop of Messrs. Eraser & 
Stewart. You noxt touch tho farm and 
storo of Duncan Bros., above which, on a 
lrillsido, aro tho English and Presbyterian 
churches, and tho old central school. 

Taking what is known as the "lower 
prairio road," you pass through some of 
tho best land in the district, and turning 
to tho left, between the Percy and Milli- 
gan farms, you cross the river by the 
lsolum Bridge and get up into McKel- 
vey's country. It is here that the Van- 
couver Coal Co.'s diamond drill is putting 
down its initial bore to test tho coal value 
of the lately bonded lands. At present 
they aro down about 40 feet without bed- 
rock. 

Coming back over tho lsolum bridge, 
you follow up tho "lower road" past the 
old Harmston estate, and tho Rennison, 
Carwithen and Haily farms, till at 
Bridges' place, you lind a cross road, 
which takes you over into the "upper 
prairie." Following down this upper 
road you pass several largo farms, chit f 
among which aro those of Machin, Het h- 
oriugton, Grieve and Finley. You fall 
into the lower road again at Duncan's, 
and so on to the wharf. 

Comox seems to be the best agricul- 
tural district on the Island, so far as a 
transient visitor can judge — unlike. 
Cowichan and other places, which are 
broken up by bush; the whole country, 
from tho rancherie to the top of tho set- 
tlement, is open, so that each farm house j 
can bo seen by its neighbor. (,)f course 
there aro a great many bush farms 
which were not included in tho foregoing 
ride. Comox is prosperous now, but if 
coal is s/ruck in the valley its future is 
assured.

EXPLANATION, NOT EXCUSE. 

To the Editok : — In reply to your 
report of the Victoria Trades Assembly, 
in your issue of tho 4th of duly, I beg to 
oiler a few facts as to the Musical Union 
of this city. 

First allow mo to state that I was a 
member of tho Union and helped to start 
it; that I am fully in accord with the prin- 
ciples of the Union; that is maintenance 
of better price and protection for compe- 
tent musicians — to ace that they 
get their well earned pay. 

As bandmaster of " C " Battery band, 
1 could not subscribe to the schedule of 
prices, but promised to do what 1 could 
to help to obtain fair remuneration for my 
band. The members of the Union called 
a meeting, inviting me to be pre- 
sent. They spoke of the cheap- 
ness of " C " Battery band; of the great 
shame it was that the men would have to 
play so cheaply, till I explained to them 
that I would do what 1 could to raise the 
price. Imagine my surprise when next 
day 1 was reliably informed that the 
president and secretary of tho Union sent 
in tenders for the St. George's picnic be- 
low the price established by tho Union; 
that " C " Battery band was tho highes 
of any tender, and that the members oi 
the Musical Union had deliberately de- 
ceived me. Of course, 1 at once sent in 
my resignation, which was not accepted. I 
was called on to explain, which 1 did very 
fully and distinctly, whereupon the secre- 
tary and president pleaded tho " baby 
act," saying they "did not know," 
and begged n;c not to withdraw. 
I would not have done s ', I think, but 1 
heard sinco then that in order to obtain 
an engagement they suspended all rules 
and regulations, contrary to their consti- 
tution and by-laws, and played so cheap- 
ly, in fact for a nitre nothing, that as a 
union for better prices, I regard the or- 
ganization an entire failure. Tho threat 
against ine of boycotting is so very cow- 
ardly and contemptible, that it does not 
deserve notice. The treatment, of mu- 
sicians by the union has been most un- 
professional and ungentloman-like. I am 
certain that tho Trades Assembly i.-- 
wrongly informed, for the Musical Union 
in Victoria is tho cheapest place where 
music can be obtained. Of course there 
are so very few musicians who belong to 
to tho union that J do not wonder at it. 
I am in favor of a Musicians' Union, de- 
cent living prices, and hones y in or oul 
of tho union. 

The Musicians' Union not only bids 
lower than non-union men, but also play 
for nothing in order to prevent musicians 
from getting any paj at all. For instance, 
Prof. Whiting, a "non-union musician," 
and Prof. Sharpe both had an engage- 
ment paying them §10 apiece. The 
Musicians' Union hearing of this actually 
went and played for nothing (this being 
directly in opposition to their constitution 
and by-laws) in order two prevent to com- 
petent musicians from fulfilling a paying 
engagement: and then, when Prof Sharpe 
accompanied Mr. Adderlcy in his selec- 
tions, actually threatened to leavo tin 
stage because Prof. Sharpe was there fol- 
lowing his legitimate profession.

Tho principal element in tho police 
court iittuiichinco yesterday was of the 
feminine side of humanity. In fact, 
with tho exception of one juvenile nialo 
member it was wholly 'tother way round. 
Hattie Spalding should havo been there. 
The law said she was to leave the city, 
and, with its usual wisdom, tho law sum- 
moned her to appear and state whether 
she had done bo or not, Hattie may 
havo been trying some other climate with 
a view to settling in it, but if she had 
been it did not agree with her physical 
constitution so well as tho salubrious, 
health-giving atmosphere of Victoria. Be 
that as it may, she sent her lawyer to say 
that her state of health was so critical as 
to forbid her changing for tho present. 
The city exchequer made a draft on her 
bankers, payable at sight without dis- 
count, amount $50, which accords to her 
tho privilege of a further indcGnito term 
of residence in this delightful health- 
resort. 

Bertha ISakor is another fair creature 
who occasionally worships the ruby god 
with undivided devotion. Her libations 
proved strong enough to deprive her of 
her reason, and while in this state she 
was not noiseless by any means.

qualities, uniform courtesy and kindly 
nature. As the complex language of the 
indictment proceeds, she doesn't display 
the least concern; she beams all the more 
profusely at the cool, collected reader, 
and casts an occasional glance round 
court as much as to say — •"It's all true, 1 
deserve it, they couldn't speak too highly 
of mo." When the charge has been read, 
and the chief nearly breaks both jaws 
speaking the unpronounceable tongue of 
tho Indian, she will display her un pearly 
teeth and murmur "halo;" which the 
chief interprets to the court as "she says 
she can get the money, your honor."

A FEDERAL ELECTION LAW. 



NEIGHBORLY FEELING. 

It is pleasant to observe the good feel- 
ing that exists between the citizens of 
Victoria and their neighbors across the 
national boundary. On Dominion Day 
American citizens flocked to Victoria to 
help U3 celebrate our national holiday 
pleasantly. They were warmly welcomed 
and, we hope, well treated. On the 
Fourth, Victorians returned the compli- 
ment. Every steamer was filled with 
good British subjects bound to spend a 
pleasant day with their American cousins, 
and more than one steamer was specially 
chartered to convey excursionists across 
tho straits. The welcome given them by 
their neighbors was truly fraternal. 
They did everything they could to make 
tho Britishers feel ab home — and thoy 
succeeded admirably. Greetings and 
compliments were interchanged, toasts 
were drunk, games were played, and good 
fellowship, was the order of tho day. This 
is as it ought to be. Neighbors should 
be neighborly. Tho accident of their 
living under different governments 
should not cause men of the same race to 
treat each other as aliens and strangers. 
Tho Fourth, too, was kept as a holiday in 
Victoria itself. The Scotchmen held 
their games in tho park. A largo num- 
ber of citizens went there und elsewhere 
to have a good time. In tho afternoon 
many of the stores were clused and the 
town had quite a holiday appearance. 
Victoria i.~> without doubt tho most cos- 
mopolitan of the cities of the Dominion. 

A STRANGE STORY. 

The late p ipors contain a strange story 
about tho Bohrtng's Sea negotiations. 
Tho information, it is said, comes from a 
realiable source. It appears that an un- 
derstanding was arrived at by the nego- 
tiators relative to the nature and extent 
of United States jurisdiction in Behring's 
Sea. Mow tho seal-fishery should be 
regulated was the only subject under dis- 
cussion. To arrive at rational conclu- 
sions the evidence of experts was called 
in and there was every indication that a 
settlement would be made without much 
trouble. At this stage of the negotiations 
tho Alaska Company interfered. They 
were given to understand in some 
way that their monopoly would 
be infringed upon if the settlement was 
confirmed, and at their instance the nego- 
tiations came to a standstill. Mr. I31aino 
was plainly told tint t he proposed ar- 
rangement would not be accepted, and 
tho matter was taken out of his hands. 
It was then that the President's proclam- 
ation was published and sealers warned 
not to enter Behring's Sea. The cruisers 
were also fitted out with a good deal of 
parade, and it wits said that their com- 
manders had received peremptory orders 
to board all vessels found seal hunt- 
ing in Behring's Sea, to take 
from them tho skins they contained, 
to seize upon all fire-arms, and 
to dismantle the ships. It was supposed 
that Great Britain would do nothing 
iiore than protest against these high 
handed measures. But here it appears 
tho Americans found they wcro mistaken. 
Lord Salisbury, it is said, took a linn 
stand, and in effect told tho American 
minister that hia Government would, if 
nocoBsary, protect vessels sailing under 
the British flag in Behring's Sea by force. 
This unexpected determination caused 
tho President to hesitate. The telegram 
goes on to say tho negotiations are re- 
stored to tho Secretary of Stato who im- 
provised a proposal designed to cover a 



It is found that tho election Laws do 
not work well in all tho United States— 
that owing to intimidfttion and corrupt 
practices the people are not permitted fairly 
and freely to express their wishes at the 
polls. In order to ensure elections for 
the President and members of the House 
of Representatives being legally con- 
ducted, a national election bill lias been 
introduced into Congress. There is 
going to be a hot light over it. Although 
it can bo appliod to all tho States, it is 
intended to secure fair elections in the 
South. It is therefore opposed by nearly 
all the representatives of the South, 
Republican as well as Democratic. The 
Democrats, as a party, oppose it resolute- 
ly, and the Republicans give it thoir 
hearty support. 

Tho opponents of the measure declin e 
that it is a devico to put the election of 
Federal representatives into tho hands of 
the party in power. The chief supervisor 
of elections is an appointee of the Feder- 
al Government, the supervisors are ap- 
pointed by this Federal officer, and he 
also appoints the deputy marshals. The 
Board of Canvassers is to tie appointed 
by the Circuit Court. The whole ma- 
chinery of the election will be in tho 
hands of the Federal Government, and 
everyone knows that when there is a 
party end to be gained they are not by 
any means scrupulous. Strong party 
men are generally actuated by the prin- 
ciples set forth by Senator Ingalls with 
such earnestness and vigor. 

It will be noticed that the elections 
will be carried on altogether independent- 
ly of the State authorities. All that they 
will have to do besides casting their votes 
will bo to look on and see how the elec- 
tions are engineered by the Federal 
officials. To be mere spectators in a 
theatre in which they have hitherto been 
the actors will n it be very pleasant for 
them. The law, if it is carried through 
Congress, is, in a measure, optional. The 
Federal machinery is to be set in motion 
on the petition of one hundred voters in 
u -y congressional district.

CENSUS COMPLAINTS. 

Complaints aro made in the American 
newspapers about the way in which the 
census is taken. It is said that the enu- 
merators arc underpaid, und that they 
are paid in such a way us to en- 
courage carelessness and neglect. Thoy 
get :o much a word. Where the people 
aro numerous and easily found the enu- 
merator makes fair wages, but where they 
arc scattered and where it takes a good 
deal of time to get a few names, the work 
is slighted. The supervision, it is alleged, 
is inadequate. The supervisor cannot 
tell whether the enumerators have (lone 
their work well and faithfully or not, and 
he has no means of checking their returns.

Wo have soon that three of tho cities 
of tho United States have each a popula- 
tion of over a million — ono of them, New 
York, of moro than a million and a half. 
This is a wonderful result considering the 
comparatively short period that the terri- 
tory which is no\v the United States has 
been occupied by civilized men. There 
aro very few citi»a even in the Old World 
which have a population of a million or 
more than a million. The population of 
London is considerably in excess of four 
millions. It is undoubtedly the largest 
city in the world. Paris has a population 
of about 2,600,000. The population of 
Berlin in 1885 was 1,315,297. Vienna in 
1880 bad upwards of 1,100,000 inhabi- 
tants, and St. Petersburg's population is 
estimated to be 1,100,000. So there 
are only eight cities in the world 
which have over a million of inhabitants, 
and three of them are in the United 
States. They are: —

Berlin

Si. Petersburg 1,100,000 

New York 1,627,227 

Chicagi .' 1,085,000 

Philadelphia 1,040,498 

It was believed that some of the cities 
of Asia were very large, indeed, Pekin 
was credited with a population of millions 
and Nankin and Canton were supposed 
to be not very far behind the capital 
But it has been found that not one of 
them contains even one million of in- 
habitants. Tokio was supposed some 
years ago to be an immense human hive, 
having in it a swarm of men and women 
which it would be difficult to number. 
It has been found that the population of 
this city does not exceed half a million. 
In Asia growth has ceased, and in 
Europe it is, except in a few especially 
favored places, slow, but in America 
growth, and rapid growth, will go on for 
a considerable time longer. It still con- 
tains vast spaces that may he said to be 
uninhabited, and it possesses vast re- 
sources which are yet awaiting develop- 
ment. Its cities will therefore continue 
to expand, and new cities will keep on 
springing up for a long time to come.

Brazil appears to have boon getting on 
as well as could ho expected under ils 
provisional Government. There has been 
a little uneasiness in that country and 
some financial stiingcucy, but we read of 
no very glaring abuse of power.

They have found in- 
mates for empty houses and created oc- 
cupants for vacant offices besides resort- 
ing to other fraudulent devices. Minnea- 
polis has been accused of having gone 
into the business of padding the census 
and so has Tacoma. Seattle considers it- 
self injured by Tacoma'fl dark ways and 
vain tricks and protests vehemently. Tho 
Poat-Iutelligencer, of that city, declares 
that! 

"The census is worse than a farce — it 
is a fraud. It is doubtful if a fair count 
was m ido in any town of this western 
district of Washington, The result in 
Seattlo speaks for itself. Hero tho enum- 
eration was shamefully deficient. The 
ovidenco of hundreds now coming in is 
not necessary to demonstrate that the 
total is at least one-fourth short of tho 
number of actual residents. In a few 



arc to !»• electc I <:: November next, and 
a constitutional Government will be ap- 
pointed.

Congress, we presume, will have power 
to modify it. 

If the elections in November next pass 
off peacefully, the revolution in Brazil 
will be accomplished quietly and blood- 
lessly. The Brazilians appear to be re- 
publican in sentiment, for they acquiesced 
in the deposition "f Doin Pedro wit bout a 
sign of disapproval, and they have lived 
quietly under the provisional Govern- 
ment, which hits tho direction of affairs 
until the Rep iblio is established. There 
novcr was such a pr .saie unexciting revo- 
lution as that which within tho last year 
has taken place in Brazil. It is more 
than probable Unit there are thousands in 
the country itself who do not know that, 
any change has been made in the Govern- 
ment, When these simple people realize 
that the Emperor lias been dethroned 
and a Republic has been quietly estab- 
lished, they will be amazed to find that 
so great a change could have been made 
with so very little disturbance. The in- 
dications are that Brazil is a country 
which it is ersy to govern, and that tin 
now Republic will have a quiet infancy

There are a number of samples of ore at 
present in the Assay office awaiting treat- 
ment.

A gentleman who happened to 
he in the place when TlIK COLONIST repor- 
ter was taking stock of the chemicals, cru- 
cibles, retorts and other appliances of the 
establishment, remarked that there was a 
bigger day coming than had ever been seen 
for mining the precious metals in British 
Columbia. As an old minor, lie had some 
slight idea of the magnitude of the country's 
resources in this respect, but he was con-

" The argentiferous ores which have been 
discovered of late years, ami cropping.", ol 
which have been assayed with satisfactory 
results, indicate that when proper depth is 
attained, gold anil silver quartz mining will 
promptly come to the front. It is common 
knowledge that the great silver belt, which 
runs in a northwesterly direction through 
Mexico into Colorado, Wyoming. Nevada 
Itnd Idaho, extends into British Columbia.

The Presbyterian General Assembly 
lately held in Toronto is described as re- 
markable, not only lor the number of com- 
missioners present, but in the special mat- 
ters discussed, the liveliness of the'debates 
and the far-reaching nature of the con- 
clusions arrived at, not to speak of the un- 
usually protracted session. The Assembly 
nas inaugurated the appointment of a paid 
foreign missionary secretary, but it declined 
to establish a Jewish mission in Palestine 
although there was a large vole in favor of 
beginning at once. The Presbyterian Re- 
view is scarcely satisfied with the delay and 
says: "The door is opening, but let us not 
waste time by loitering on the threshold." 
The Assembly decisively determined to re- 
sist in every constitutional way ultra mon- 
tane pretensions wherever manifesting 
themselves. 

According to the Christian Intelligence 
the range of ministers' salaries in Now 
York is from $3,500 to $17,000 and a house; 
in Brooklyn about $4,000, but outside the 
large cities the range is from .'?S0(l to $1,500. 

The Pan Presbyterian Council will hold 
its next meeting in Toronto in 1892. 

The gifts to Princeton University last j 
year amounted to about $250,000.

Northern salmon. 

An Average Pack Being Put Up-FlllprR Hard 
to find— News b.V Hie Boscowitz. 

Late on Friday night tho steamer Barbara 
Boscowitz, Capt. Williams, returned from 
another safe and pleasant trip to the North. 
Dick's surveying party from Alert Bay, and 
two or three white passengers came down, 
and the hold was filled with boxwood and 
Indians. 

On the Noos, canning operations are tem- 
porarily quiet, the spring run of salmon 
having ended and the sockeyes scarcely 
started. On the Skeena the sockeyes arc 
running well. McLellan, on the Nans, has 
now 2,500 cases up; and the Skeenu can- 
neries—Cunningham's, the British Ameri- 
can, Windsor, Balmoral, North Pacific, 
Inverness and Standard— run from 1,000 to 
1,300 each. Each of tho cahners expects to 
put up about 15,000 cases, average pack, as 
the light business of the Alaska canneries is 
expected to ease the market sufficiently to 
restore the balance of prices. 

About 25 Naas ami twenty Alert Ray 
Indians came down on the Boscowitz, all 
bound for tho Fraser river. Their services 
were required at the Northern canneries, 
hut they can get better money on the 
Fraser, and in several instances their fares 
and expenses were paid for them. The 
Naas and Skeena people are meeting with a 
new anil serious difficulty in a shortage of 
fillers. This season, most of the fishing is 
done by contract, and the Indian fishermen 
utilize the k loo tell men as boat pullers, 
which takes them away from inside work 
in t he canneries. 

No news had been received of the fate of 
the wrecked Sardonyx at any of the ports 
called al; the Louise was passed, bound up, 
at Oliver's mill, all well aboard. Neither of 
the candidates for political honors are doing 
anything, the uttentiouof all being monopo- 
lized by tho salmon, and the Cassiar elec- 
tion promises to be mi exceptionally tame 
affair.

Funeral* in the WliIU> House. 

A great deal of misinformation is 
afloat about the number and dates of 
former funerals from the White House, 
and especially from the East parlor. 
The most accurato chroniclers agree in 
the statement that President Willian,! 
Henry Harrison's was the first funeral 
to be held there. He died April 4, 1841, 
and tlio following day the public were 
admitted fo viowhis remains. 

In October, 1812, Mrs. Louisa Tyler, 
wife of President John Tyler, died at 
the mansion, and was buried from 
there. She was the only president's 
wife to die during her husband's term 
of oflice. Mrs. Millard Fillmore died 
at Willard's Hotel in March, 185!), a 
few days after vacating the White 
House its its mistress. 

A year and five months after Mrs. 
Tyler's death, the first week in March, 
1844, the funerals of four victims of the 
disaster on board the Princeton by the 
bursting of the gun "Peacemaker" 
were held in the East parlor. 

President Zachary Taylor died in the 
mansion July !), 1850, and his remains 
lay in stale several days in the Fast 
room and were interred from there 
with great pomp. A long interregnum 
in the reign of death was now vouch- 
safed, until the funeral thereof Willie 
Lincoln in February, 18l>2, followed 
by that of his father in April, 18G5. 
Mrs. Grant's father was buried from 
the Blue parlor during President 
Grant's first administration.— Phila- 
delphia Press.

Queer names certainly arc found in 
the London general registry of births 
at Somerset house For example, 
young scions of the families of Bath, 
Lamb, Jordon, Dew, Dear and Smith 
are christened respectively, Foot, Pas- 
cal, River, Morning, Offspring and 
Smith Follows.

Fanny Gertrude Hypathia lncx Jane

Pepper — one title precisely for every 
letter of the alphabet. — Chicago 
Times.

After studying the matter one night 
Edison said to a fellow electrician: 
"Why, seo here, Johnson, I'll make 
a bug that will drag a wire through 
every foot of pipe in New York city, 
if it becomes necessary." 

"Make a bug!" exclaimed his com- 
panion, thinking the inventor had 
lost his mind. ' What in the world do 
you mean ?" 

"Well, I'll make a bug," said the in- 
ventor, confidently, "that will go 
where I send him, and drag a wire, 
too." 

A few days afterward he laid a curi- 
ously constructed thing on the table 
in theotlioe before time to go to work; 
it was his frtis pipe bug. It was con- 
structed thus: A minute electro-mag 
net, carrying behind it : i line insulated 
wire pawl. Now, observe —every time 
the circuit was closed through the 
magnet the armature was attracted, 
the pawl clutched the sides of a piece 
of gas pipo provided for the occasion, 
and the magnet behind was drawn 
toward tho armature about the six- 
teenth of an inch. When the circuit 
was opened the armature reached for- 
ward ready to lake a second step. 
Thus, at every closing of the circuit, 
tho little bug advanced one step, drag- 
ging the wire behind.

J;> his recreation room lis 
soldier can i • served at till hours with 
good tea, ■ J, bread and butter, etc. 
The question for tho government to 
consider is how much of tho soldier's 
daily food is to b • paid for by tho state.

Her 
friends did not know of her ubsonco until 
the dispatch was received in this city to- 
day, bringing the intelligence that she was 
in prison. She was a general favorite and 
has always enjoyed the best of reputations. 
It is claimed, however, since her arrest, 
that for two years past the young lady, for 
so. ne strange reason, has been making 
every possible effort to raise money. It's 
not known to what cause the fraud 
on the bank can bo assigned, unless it was 
due to a desire to meet a young mou named 
Simon A. Smith, who has paid occasional 
visits to her home and who was supposed to 
be paying attention to her. He always 
passed in this city as a student at tho Bcllc- 
vuo medical college, New York, and as u 
native of Thomasville.Ga. Her father, Hon. 
P. II. Clark, is very wealthy. He is con- 
nected with the Providence beef company 
on Canal street. He admits having re- 
ceived telegrams stating thai his 
daughter was under arrest in New York. 
Her parents are both prostrated trom the 
shock of their daughter's disgrace, Mrs. 
Clark, accompanied by CI. W. Williams, an 
engineer and friend of the family, are sup- 
posed to be in New York, investigating the 
difficulty in which Miss Nettie has become 
so painfully involved. The mother claims 
her daughter was deranged when she con- 
ceived the idea of raising money fraudu- 
lently. Mrs. Clark says her daughter's 
mind lias been greatly disturbed for some 
time, although it was not thought best by 
her to notify friends. 

The real cause of the forgery is believed 
to be the fact that Miss Clark is completely

AMONG THE LEPERS. 

Sister Rose Gertrude Writes of the Sandwich 
Islands Hospitals. 

New York, duly 4.— Sister Rose Ger- 
trude who has devoted herself to work 
among the lepers of the Sandwich Islands, 
is still lit Keihi, the reception hospital re- 
cently established by the government near 
Honolulu, and it is probable that she will 
remain there some time if not permanently. 
It is at this hospital that persons 
suspected of leprosy are examined before 
being sent to Molokai, the leper island. 
They remain at this hospital some 
times for six months and frequent- 
ly die there. Sister Hose Gertrude 
is the only white nurse at the place and is 
the principal assistant of the doctor in 
charge. Her only help is that of unskilled 
natives, and she is said to be very much 
overworked. She writes to her Brooklyn 
friends that although not on leper island it- 
self, she is experiencing to the full extent, 
the horrors which she foresaw. Two per- 
sons had already died in her arms 
of the dread disease. She Bays she 
has received a most generous reception 
from nil whom she has met and that the 
do tor in charge of the receiving hospital is 
so pleased with her work that he insists 
that she shall remain there at any rate, un- 
till the government is able to furnish .some- 
one to supply her place. In eon. puny with 
the government board of physicians she has 
visited Molokai, spending several days 
there. Arrangements there for the care of 
lepers and physicians and nurses are said to 
bo much better than at the reception hos- 
pital. 

ECemly j'or Sea. 
San Frani-isco, July '2. — It was learned 
at Mare Island navy yard to-day that the 
Ranger and the Thetis were ready to pro- 
coed on their dlffi rent missions as soon as 
their orders are received from Washington.

Chinese Travelers. 

Wash in ;ro.\, duly 5. — Acting Secretary 
BaChelor bus issued tho following instruc- 
tions in regard to the re-entry of Chinese 
persons into the United States after a visit 
to China: 1st — Chinamen who mo laborers 
are under the exclusion act of October 1, 
1HSS, absolutely debarred from landing in 
the United States, unless .it be for transit 
across United States territory under the 
departmental regulations of duly and 
September and December, 1889, 2ud— 
Chinamen who are not laborers, and who 
may have heretofore resided in t!:; U S., are 
not prevented by existent law or treaty 
from returning to the United Slates after 
visiting China or elsewhere. No certificates 
oi other papers, however, are issued either 
by department or by any of its subordinate 
officers to show that they are entitled to 
land In the United States, but it is sug- 
gested that such persons should before 
leaving the United States provide them- 
selves with such proofs of identity us may
